Path to Makina New Law 
m S 
Is Plagued with Pitfalls

COLUMBUS. 
Ohio 
(AP)—You j unless, in case of urgencv. three 
say “T h e r e should be a law.'* 
That s easier said than done, judg­ 
ing from the past records in the 
Ohio 
General 
Assembly. 
These 
records give a bill—the seed that 
eventually may grow into a law 
—one rn lour chances of becoming 
a part of Ohio’s statutes. 
A bill faces many pitfalls be­ 
tween the time it is introduced in 
either the House of Representa­ 
tives or the Senate and when it 
finally becomes law. 
In the regular session of the 
103rd General Assembly in 1959, 
the 
legislators 
introduced 
1607 
bills. Only 374 of them were en­ 
acted into law. It was a similar 
story in 1957. when 1,384 bills were 
submitted and 332 of them became 
law. 
At introduction a bill gets a 
number—such as (House Bill) HB- 
121 if in the House or (Senate Bul) 
SB-321 if in the Senate. This iden­ 
tifying number follows the m eas­ 
ure all the way through the legis­ 
lative mill. As far as it goes, thats 
it. 
Sometimes 
the numbers 
of 
those that become law are used 
to refer to them even af’er they 
become law. 
The road starts getting r o u g h 
for a bill immediately after intro­ 
duction and the firs*, reading in the 
house of origin. 
The Ohio Constitution requires 
that all bills be read “fully and 
distinctly” on three different davs,

fourths of the House in which it 
is pending decide to dispense with 
this rule. 
Because it is presumed all m em ­ 
bers have already or will read 
all bills—and in most cases they 
do—this time-consuming constitu­ 
tional requirement is w a v i e d in 
both houses, and the bills are read 
by titles only at three different 
times, if they ever reach all of 
those stages. 
Because of the numerous traps 
—the same in both houses, with 
one exception — hill quote fre­ 
quently never get beyond the fir^ 
or second reading in either house. 
There is one difference between 
the Senate and the House in the 
reference of bills to standing com­ 
mittees for hearings. 
In the House, the bill automa­ 
tically goes to the Reference Com­ 
mittee after introduction and first 
reading. This committee has life 
and death power over legislation 
there. It can send it to an appar­ 
ently unfriendly or friendly coin 
m ittee or hold it until it is t o o 
late to get full hearing before one 
of the 19 other standings commit­ 
tees in the House. 
The reference procedure is sim­ 
pler in tehe Senate. Bills there are 
referred to any of the IO stand 
ing committees upon motion of Inc 
Senate majority leader the day att­ 
er introduction. From that time 
on, it is up to the respective com­ 
m ittee chairman whether there 
will be any hearing on it. 
These standing committees in 
the Houses are the graveyards for 
a m ajor part of the 75 per cent 
fatality among bills introduced. 
It is before the standing com­ 
m ittees that the public, lobbyists, 
associations and other interested 
persons and group get their only 
chances to speak for or againsl 
the proposed laws. 
Too, it is there that committee 
members have their opportunities 
to study, revise, or, in many cases, 
completely rewrite a m easure into 
a substitute bill. Fequently, bills 
on similar subjects are combined 
into one in these committees. 
If a majority of the committee 
members agree a bill is recom ­ 
mended to the respective house 
for floor action, lf not. the bill 
usually falls bv the wayside 
After committee approval, a bill 
comes up to another high hurdle 
—the Rules Committee of the ap­ 
propriate house. 
The Rules Committees of the 
two houses, presided over by the 
m ajority party leaders and dom­ 
inated by majority party m em­ 
bers, are probably the most pow- 
eful in the legislature. 
The formers of policy of the 
m ajority party, the committees 
say if and when a m easure shall 
be placed before the entire m em ­ 
bership of their respective houses 
for a floor vote. Many bills never 
see the light again 
after they 
reach Hie Rules Committee. 
If it is fortunate enough to get 
the Rules Committee’s blessing 
and is placed on the calender for 
a floor vote, a bill could still be 
come 
snarled 
in parliam entary 
procedure or stiff opposition that 
could detour it to the junk heap. 
Even after a bill succeeds in 
getting approval of one house, it 
then must go through sim ilar pro­ 
cedures in the other house, con­ 
fronting the same—m aybe more— 


hazards than it did in the house 
of origin. 
The voting procedure is much 
faster in the House than in the 
Senate of the Ohio Legislature. 
The Senate votes by verbal roll 
call of its 38 members. 
The House, with 139 members, 
uses a speedier electric roll call 
system, individual members cast 
their votes by means of a toggle 
switch on each desk. T h e s e are 
recorded—green 
for “ yes” 
and 
red for “ no”—beside the mem­ 
bers’ name 
on lar^e 
roll call 
boards, one on each side of I h e 
house. The votes are totaled auto­ 
matically. 
A majority of the elected mem­ 
bers is required in both hou>e on 
bills that would become law 90 
da\s after approval by ihe gover­ 
nor. or on tax and general appro­ 
priations measures. On emergency 
bills, to become law immediately 
after approval by the governor, a 
two-thirds vote is required. 
Both houses m ust approve a bill 
before it becomes an act, is signed 
by presiding officers—the speaker 
of tile House, the lietenant gov 
ernor in the Senate—and is sent 
to the governor. 
The governor may approve, veto 
cr refuse to sign within IO days. 
In the latter case, the act be­ 
comes law' without his signature. 
If the governor vetoes an act 
he sends it back to the legislators, 
who have to muster a three fifths 
vote of the elected members of 
both houses to override the veto, 
If a governor approves an act 
or allows it to become law without 
his signature, or if one is passed 
over his veto, it is filed with the 
secretary of state and— 
A law is bom within the pres­ 
cribed time.

Perhaps the weakness in our 
position as regards Soviet Russia 
is that we have underestimated 
the Russians. The assumption in 
the above letter is that the Russ­ 
ians 
are 
barbarians, 
although 
t h e r e is a history of more than 
a thousand years of culture and 
civilization of a very high order. 
As long as we believe that every 
R u s s i a n is a moujik, w'e shall 
continue to underestimate the peo­ 
ples who live 
in the vast 
area 
which is marked Russian on the 
map. 
How can anyone say that the 
Russians lack an aesthetic sense, 
by w h i c h , I assume that my 
correspondent means that the Rus­ 
sians have produced nothing in 
the v a r i o u s fields of art. One 
need only know Russian music, 
Rimsky - Korsakov, Tchaikovsky, 
Rachmaninoff, to mention only a 
few pre-Bolshevik 
composers; 
or in literature. Tolstoy, Gorki. 
Chekhov, merely to scratch the 
s u r f a c e of the subject. In sci­ 
ence, the Russians and Poles have 
a long and important history, in 
eluding Copernicus (a Pole), Men­ 
deleyev who worked out the table 
of valences, and among moderns 
many others. 
I am not listing the wonders of 


The assumption of exclusiveness 
is distorting. It leads to false con­ 
clusions. We exaggerated the sig­ 
nificance of Sputnik because we 
assumed that the Russians could 
never do what w ecould not yet do. 
Some folks, even yet, r e f u s e to 
believe that there has been a Sput­ 
nik and a Lunik and it is this lack 
of understanding which is partly 
responsible 
for 
our 
failures 
in 
Cuba, the C o n g o, Laos and else­ 
where. Someone spread the notion 
that there is some extraordinary 
gift called know - how which is ex­ 
clusively American. We have been 
shocked to discover that know-how 
is exclusive to no people: 
that 
what one people knows is soon 
known to all. 
In the 1920 s we spoke of the Un­ 
ited States as “ God’s own coun­ 
try ” , which was both unhistorical 
and sacrilegious, for surely all the 
universe is God’s. The metaphor, 
however, m e a n t that this was 
the best country on Earth to live 
in. which is true for Americans 
but not for H i n d u s, Chinese, 
Welshmen or Scandinavians. They 
like their own c o u n t r y as we 
like outs. Therefore, when the 1929 
Depression appeared w’e morally 
dropped 
dead. 
When 
Roosevelt 
tried to c o n v i n c e us that a 
third of the nation were econom­ 
ically disabled, we forgot about 
“ God s own country’’, which be­ 
came a corny expression. We in­ 
sisted that all American history 
prior to 1932 had been an error and 
that we need to try altogether new

Called the “ conjunctiva” it cov­ 
ers both the pink and tile white. 
When irritation inflames the con­ 
junctiva into conjunctivitis, its in­ 
visible blood vessels thicken into 
red streaks 
Zig-sagging towards 
the pupil, these streaks give your 
eyes that morning - after appear­ 
ance without any night 
before. 
Pink eye is actually bright red! 
The eye itches and sm arts as 
m atter begins to ooze. You can 
feel 
IOO cinders scratching raw 
nerxe endings. Between those hot, 
heavy lids the sky and ground blur 
together, while buildings s w a y 
back and forth Bright light hurts 
like a shiny dagger. 
The doctor looks for clues to pin­ 
point the cause and possibly the 
germ, if there is one: 
Is the pink area red or white? A 
pale milky color means allergy not 
infection. Is the pink smooth or 
bumpy? 
Is the red color bright or dark9 
Different germs prefer different 
shades. Are there little patches 
where blood vessels have broken9 
Is the m atter watery like hay 
fever, stringy and sticks as in a1 
lergy or the thick, grayish yellow 
of infection? Are there gob? of 
m atter or just the tiny bit found in 
the virus infection you catch in 
swimming pools? 
Ice packs can 
cool 
the 
pain, 


w h i l e sterilized salt water — ta 
teaspoon to the pint — can rinse I 
away thick m atter and soothe the ! 
eyes. Hydrocortisone eye medicine 
can melt away any inflammation, 
but only germ - killing eye drops ! 
and ointments can cure the infec­ 
tion. 


I f pink eye strikes, don t see red , 
—see your doctor. Let him elect 
I the best treatm ent when the eyes 1 
have it!

farm base acreage. Higher rates 
will apply for reducing corn and 
grain sorghum acreage from 2 0 to j 
40 per cent below the base. Rates 
on a farm may be higher or lower 
than the county rates, depending 
on the fa r m ’s productivity in rela- j 
tion to the county average.

cam paign 
spending, was delivered to the leg­ 
islature last week. 
Im m ediately, 
there were howls of protest b e ­ 
cause an appendix listed several 
law m akers as having failed to file 
personal reports in 1960 cam paign 
spending. 


Those 
protesting 
insisted 
they 
had filed 
DiSalle later wrote let­ 
ters 
of 
apology—delivered 
Mon­ 
day— saying he had 
intended to 
recheck the information on those 
listed as not having filed. 


But, he wrote, “ This com pletely 
slipped 
my 
mind, 
and 
I 
really 
have no excuse for it.” 


Preston 
told 
The 
Associated 
P re ss several weeks ago that he 
had learned Ohio Highway D ep art­ 
m ent 
employes 
were 
gathering 
m aterial in Stark County. He said 
at that time that they w ere ch e ck ­ 
ing local election boards there and 
elsew here, on their own time, to 
learn if the cam paign spending r e ­ 
ports had been filed. Those boards 
j which failed to supply information 
! contacted Preston said then 
Preston obviously was not happy 
about 
being 
questioned 
Monday 
night after appearing before the 
com m ittee to testify on a bill deal- 
with 
unsightly 
advertising 
along highways. 
He appealed to 
Chairm an Lowell Fess, R Greene, 
but F ess said it was “ very perti­ 
nent.” But W halen’s questioning, 
while firm , was polite and soft­ 
spoken, and no tem pers were lost. 
Whalen, one of those named in 
the appendix 
to the D em ocratic 
governor’s m essage and also a r e ­ 
cipient of one of the 
letters of 
apology, expressed interest in four 
points: 


1. How many Highway D epart­ 
ment em ployes w ere involved? 


2, Who contacted them to assist 
with the re se a rch ? 


3. Did any do it on state tim e 
or receive state pay in any way? 
4, Were any civil service regula­ 
tions against political activity vio­ 
lated? 


Preston 
noted 
that 
apparently 
other state em ployes besides those 
in his dep artm ent took part, but 
said he did not know how many 
of his d e p a r t m en t’s employes 
helped or who made arrangem en ts 
with them . P resu m ably they did it 
on off-duty, com pensatory or v a ­ 
cation tim e, he said. 
The director added that he does 
not believe there is any civil serv ­ 
ice violation— “ not if it s on their 
own tim e, gathering public infor­ 
m ation.” 
But he admitted that “ it’s ob­ 
vious that it had at least political 
ra m ification s.” 
Preston said he is asking the en 
gineers in ch arg e of the d ep art­ 
m en t’s 12 divisions to try to find 
out how m any em ployes took part 
and to report back to him by the 
end of the week. He said he would 
take the report back to the Sea- 
ate Highway Com mittee
